It 
has% at least penetrated the skulls of the general public that 
as a starter it takes money to run schools. In our teaching days 
in Texas most school boards in the rural districts and some 
towns were more concerned about how cheaply they could 
get a teacher than about his qualifications. The idea was that 
he had a soft snap and they begrudged him every dollar they 
had to pay. The majority of the rural districts any many fair 
sized towns would not consider a minute the question of vot­ 
ing a tax to support the schools. They took what the state 
provided and the term closed when this was exhausted. The 
result was that the competent teachers either went to the 
larger towns where conditions were better or else quit the 
profession in disgust and the money spent for these schools 
largely wasted. It is refreshing to know that our native state 
is waking up. A lot of those old moss back school trustees 
of twenty-five years ago have evidently been shelved and the 
people willing to pay more and demand better service than 
they, did a quarter of a century ago. Good for Texas.

A tiny 
wire runs down the tube and therq 
is an electric light at the bottom 
which enables the surgeon to see 
into the interior of 
the 
lungs, 
bronchus or stomach. The foreign 


I object is first located by means of 
I X-Rays, and then th* tube insert­ 
ed through the mouth into the lung 
or stomach. An espcjpially designed 
pair of forceps is 
then 
inserted 
through the tube into the part af- 
! fected and the object removed. Thq 
i operation is often bloodless and re­ 
quires but a few minutes. It has

charge of the Guthrie State Bank 
at Guthrie, 
and 
the Commercial 
State Bank at El Reno, were to be 
appointed today by Roy Wolcott, 
acting state bank commissioner fol­ 
lowing the announcement last night 
by Attorney General George Short 
of a plan 
by which failed state 
banks would he liquidated by local 
persons familiar with conditions im­ 
mediately responsible for the banks’ 
embarassment. Both of the 
fore­ 
going banks are closed. 
The plan as announced by the at­ 
torney 
general, 
provides 
for 
the 
naming of some local man, conver­ 
sant with the banking business and 
qualified to act under bond as the 
agent for the state banking depart­ 
ment in the settledment of the af­ 
fairs of every defunct bank. This 
agent would be required to carry 
out the provisions of the law pro­ 
vided for the reduction of bank 
assets to cash and paying of deposi­ 
tors.

OKLAHOMA

l l . — 
For the third consecutive week mois­ 
ture conditions have been improved 
over the state. The rains of the past 
week were general; the heaviest pre­ 
cipitation 
recorded 
in 
the 
North 
Central and Northwestern counties. 
Figures available at noon Friday 
showed that Muskogee had .41 of 
an inch t>f rain, Altus .25 and at 
Wichita, Ran., .64 of an inch fell. 
Wheat has shown a marked im­ 
provement since the recent rains and 
snows. Many fields that looked bad 
or were late in sprouting are be­ 
ginning to turn green. Those farm­ 
ers who plowed promptly last sum­ 
mer and kept the soil in good condi­ 
tion have found that their wheat 
weathered the dry spell exception­ 
ally well. 
The sowing of barley and oats is 
practically finished-and prospects for 
rapid growth seem bright a t the 
present. 
It is estimated that on March I, 
6,152,000 bushels of wheat or 13 
percent remained on farms from last 
years crop, compared with 23 per­ 
cent or 12,348,000 bushels on the 
same date one year ago and 15 
percent of ^ ,908,000 bushels two 
years ago. The ten year average 
shows that IO percent of the crop 
is usually in the hands of the farm­ 
er on March I. During the current 
season 65 percent of the wheat was 
shipped out of the county where 
grown, compared with 61 percent in 
J921 and 70 percent in 1920. The 
ten year average is 65 percent. 
The percentage of corn held on 
farms on March I of this year was 
38 percent. This figure is not as 
high as that reported for this time 
last year, but considerably above the 
average for the past ten years. The 
percentage shipped out of the coun­ 
ties where grown averaged 14 per 
cent which is 5 points lower than 
the average for 1921, but equal tp 
the ten year average. The quality 
of last year’s crop was better than 
the average for the state and the 
percent merchantable while not as 
high as in the preceding year, was 
17 
points 
above the 
ten 
year 
average. 
Oklahoma raised 35,300,000 bush­ 


els of oats in 1921; of this amount 
34 percent or 12,002,000 bushels 
remained in the hands of the farm­ 
er on March I. While the produc­ 
tion of oats last season was the 
lowest of the past three years, still 
with 
the exception of 1915, the 
production 
was 
larger 
than 
any 
year prior to 1920. 
A very interesting letter was re­ 
ceived by this office from a farmer 
in Pushmataha county during the 
past week. This farmer stated that 
he had 320 acres of land that he 
did not raise cotton, but special­ 
ized in corn, sweet and irish -pota­ 
toes and particularly chickens. His 
smoke house was full of meat; he 
did not depend on any one crop; 
had money in the bank In both his 
and and his wife’s name and claim­ 
ed that the income from his poultry 
compared favorably with the receipts 
of an average oil well. The grocery 
bill was an unknown item in his 
yearly affairs. 
Farmers over the state lave 9l 
more optimistic view of this year’s 
crops since the rains of recent dates, 
and are aahing an added interest 
in their plans for the coming year.

Controlling Poultry Lice. 
Can a setting hen be blamed for 
leaving her nest to get away from 
lice? Is there any wonder the num­ 
ber of eggs on 
the 
lice-infected 
farm is less than on the farm where 
there are na lice to pester your 
poultry? 
‘Unquestionably the answer to the 
above questions is no. Then it be­ 
hooves the owners of poultry. How 
can it be done? Sodium flouride 
powder is probably the best remedy 
according^ to Professor J. R. Wat­ 
son of the Florida experiment sta­ 
tion. It is most economically ap­ 
plied to fowls by the pinch method; 
that is, a pinch of powder is dus­ 
ted on the head, one under each 
wing, one under each thigh, one 
around the vent, one around the 
breast, and two on the back. 
Another excellent remedy is: One 
part of mercurial 
ointment, 
also 
called “blue ointment," and one or 
two parts of vaseline. These are 
mixed thoroughly, and a bit the 
size of a pea is rubbed on the fowl 
under the wings and about the vent. 
It is not necessary, nor even de­ 
sirable to rub it over the entire 
fowl as the lice are restless insects 
and in crawling over the fowl are 
sure to get into the mixture. This 
mixture is cheap, efficient, and easi­ 
ly applied. 
One important condition is con­ 
trolling chicken lice is to give the 
fowls abundant opportunity to dust

airslaked lime, ashes, or any light, 
dusty material is suitable. Fresh, 
very slightly damp earth in which 
to scratch or dust should always 
be available.
